ON GROSS INSTBAD Or, NET EARNINGS. 

I believe there is a strong*argument in favor of 
making the plan of paymient elastic rather than 
arbitrary. To require that payments be made 
from à percentage of the gross rather than 
of the nei earnings of the roads will 
avoid many serious complications in de- 
termining the exact amounts to be 
paid. All of the railroad companies indebt- 
ed to the government own or lease and operate 
various lines anc branches in addition to those 
subsidized, The governmenthas no claim upon 
any part of the earnings of these non-subsidized

fioentiy high to enable he present roadbed 
to be used as at present. It is possible to 
connect the. southern end of this viaduct 
with Michigan avenué by extending it west- 
erly to Dearborn park and constructing the 
approach in that park. 

At the northern portion of this viaduct 
near the south bank of the river it may be 
carried to Rush street bridge. This bridge 
can readily be treated so as to receive a sec- 
obd story which can be devoted to the drive- 
way. Continuing north, the viaduct-can be 
carried to North V ater street, to Pine street, 
and thete lowered to the street level. Under 
this project a turn can also be made to the 
east and the river crossed by a néw 28 
or, if a proper agreement can be made, by 
way of the present railroad bridge, thence 
north and down toa point that will enable 
the making of an accessible connection with 
the southern end of the north side boulevard 
system. 

THE DAMAGBS. 

The land damages under tnis plan should 
not be great. The railroad property would 
probably not be considered damaged, and the 
businessmen on the west side of the viaduct 
would have the advantage of two roadways 
in place of one, and the further advantage 
that the lighter vebicles would take the bou- 
zevard and relieve the three blocks on Michi- 
gan avenue from the river to Randolph 
street.

CUSTOMS RESTRICTIONS AS'TO CHINESE, 


An Important Circular from the Treasury 
Devartment— Capital Cullings. 
WasHuineton, D. C., Sept. 30.— The treas- 
ury department has issued a circular to cus- 
toms officers prescribing the conditions under 
which Chinese laborers will be allowed to 
pass through United States territory in the 
course of a journey to or frum other coun- 
tries. Such persons are required to produce 
to the collector of customs at the 
first port of arrival such proof as 
they may be able to adduce to 
satisfy the collector that a bone fide transit 
only is intended. The collector is required 
to stamp or mark the ticket and other evi- 
dence presented to prevent their use a sec- 
ond time. The collector is aiso required to 
issue a dupiicate descriptive list of all such 
persons. One list is to be kept by the col- 
lector at the port of arrival and the other 
forwarded to the collector at the port of exit. 
The first named collector is also required 
to take a bond in tne penal sum of not 
less than $200 for each Chinese 
laborer conditioned for his transit 
and actual departure from the United States 
within a reasonabie time, not exceed: 
twenty days from date of arrival. This bon 
may be given either by the transportation

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COLLAPSE PSE OF THE COTTON CORNER. 
The shrewd Liverpool speculators who 
have been buying all the cotton deliverable 
in September which their fellow speculators 
could be induced by high prices to sell thera 
have had a salutary lesson. The humble 
spinner, whom the cotton cornerers be- 
lieved they could squeeze, showed himself 
dangerously able and fully prepared to re- 
taliate. He simply deciined to buy cotton 
ata half penny a pound above the world's 
market price. He had no cotton, but he 
knew that people were well supplied witn 
cotton shirts and shéetings and would re- 
fuse to pay higher prices for fresh lots sim- 
ply because they were spun out of dearer 
cotton. 

The Liverpool corner in onton was doubt- 
less begun in good faith by men who believed 
that the American crop would be small and 
that accordingly the prices of all futures 
would harden and the exports from this 
country not run above the average. The lat- 
est estimate of this season’s crop places it at 
not more than 7,250,000 bales, yet it has be- 
gun to move earlier than was expected, and 
has come forward so rapidly that the Liver- 
pool cornerers have nad to take large offer- 
ings of stuff deliverabie in September in or- 
der to protect their earlier purchases. Mean- 
while the prices of cotton deliverable in this 
month and November have shown but scant 
sympathy with the artificial prices created 
tor September, so that mill owners and their 
operatives combined and agreed toshut down 
this month until the owners of the raw mate- 
rial were willmg to part with it at a fair 
price. 

Much doubt has been expressed as to the 
success of these retaliatery tactics by the 
English spinners, as it was feared that the 


‘continental buyers and users of cotton might 


take the cotton de zlined by the English 
milis. But yesterday’s developments on the 


‘Liverpool exchange indicate that the English 


spinners had correctly perceived the weak- 
ness as well as the strength of their enemy, 
for Steenstrand, the leading manipulator of 
the corner, practically confessed.defeat by 
turning seller, continuing to unload as prices 
scaled downward. 

There appear to have been several holes in 
the corner not suspected by its creators. 
First, the continental spinners were not 
ukely to take > rejected by their 
English brethren, they were liberal buy- 
ers at lower prices some months ago and now 
have good stocks on hand. Secondly, the 
English spinners were unexpectedly unani- 
mous in Heir opposition to extortion. And, 
thirdly, America, whatever its crop, was 
surprisingly generous in its shipments. 
Last week this country exported to 
Great Britain 63,000 bales of cotton, as 
compared with 42,000 bales in the corre- 
sponding week of 1888, and the total 
for the month was over 140,000 bales, against 
109,000 bales in September, 1888. As a result 
of the free movement Liverpool’s stock of 
American cotton is now 266,000 bales, against 
237,000 a year ago. Stocks on the continent, 
on the other hand, figure below last year’s 
because of early byying by spinners, which 
has taken a large quantity out of the conti- 
nentai visible supply. 

It is immaterial what losses the speculators 
will have to bear. Itis claimed that of the 
100,000 bales held by them much was bought

| the fact that industrial capital and pluck

HOW TO PAY FOR A HIGH WATER PRESS- 
URE PLANT. 

In another article is described what is 
meant by the high water pressure system. 
How can the money be procured to establish 
it? The charter might be amended so as to 
allow of raising it by generai taxation. To 
that it has been objected that it would be tax- 
ing those outside the district for something 
whicn would be for the benefit of those with- 
in it. Those limits will be extended as ne- 
cessity demands, but it is true that were will 
always be sechons where this service will 
never be needed. As it is desirable that the 
entire plant should be put in operation at 
once and without delay, and not be built up 
piecemeal like the electric lighting system, 
heavy taxes would have to be imposed to 
raise the needed sum. Hence it is wisest to 
stick to Ald. Dunham’s scheme—see if cap- 
italists will not furnish the money to build 

the works and lay the pipes in accordance 

with the plans of the city and then turn 
over the complete plant to the city to operate, 
the latter to pay the capitalists a certain 
yearly percentage on the money actually ex- 
pended by them and to have the option to 
buy the works when it sees fit. 

Though the city charged much less for 
power than it cost the owners of the 2,000 
engines under the present system the city 
could do the work so cheaply that after pay- 
ing all current expenses and the interest due 
the capitalists on their plant it would have a 
handsome surplus whose accumulations 
would soon make it possible to claim the 
right to exercise its option to buy the works 
and become itself the owner of the plant. 
There is surely nothing hard to understand 
about this. It is practically the same thing 
as if the city borrowed money at 4, 46, or 5 
per cent. Legaily it is not borrowing at ali. 
The city assumes no obligations for bonds 
and therefore violates no constitutional pro- 
visions. 

All that is needed is the consent of the leg- 
islature authorizing the city to lease the 
high water pressure plant. That can be 
given to this and the other cities of the state 
at the next regular session or at a spe- 
cial one if it is deemed advisable to 
Call one this winter. If the latter 
is the case the call shoula also in- 
clude the question of giving cities power 
to fuel gas plants after the same

THE “WHAT HELPS YOU HURTS ME” 


| DOCTRINE. : 

The St. Paul Pioneer res of Sunday came 
out strongly in favor of holding the exposi- 
tion at New York rather than Chicago. The 
arguments it used were the oid, familiar 
chestnuts—that the convenience of European 
foreigners should be consulted by the choice 
of a seaboard city, and that New York, tirst 
in commerce and manufactures and “ the de- 
velopment of art”’—especially as exemplified ' 
in Grant tombs and memorial arches—* and 
rivaling Boston as a literary center, and hav- 
ing an immense aggregation of wealth ”— 
many Jay Goulds and Russell Sages—-which 
nad brought to her borders the evyidénces 
of a high civilization”—Tweeds, Jake 
Sharps, and Sheriff Flacks—-was “as truly 
the typical city of the United States as 
Paris of France.” 

But these arguments are used to mask the 
real one, which is the belief that for cent- 
uries controlled the ideas and legislation 
of men—that whatever helps one city or 
country must hurt its neighbors; that 
Whatever money is made by one section 
must necessarily be made out of those which 
border oa it. This was the political economy 
of the last century; it is today that of the 
Pioneer Press. That supposed intelligent 
paper and those alleged intelligent citizens of 
St. Paul who think like it are sure that if 
the exposition is hela in Chicago it will make 
money out of the fair, and that will hurt St. 
Paul! Butonly 500 miles separate their city 
from this, a distance run by train in twelve 
or fourteen hours. Some of the money 
which Chicago will make will be taken from 
St. Paul, they think. Therefore a Fair here 
would be a bad thing for. that place, and 
should be driven off .1,000 miles further east, 
where few or none of the people of Min- 
nesota will attend it. 

A grand American exposition, therefore, 
unless held in St. Paul, say these smart men, 
would be a misfortune to that city, the ex- 
tent of the misfortune depending on the 
place selected as a site. One at Chicago 
would be a crushing disaster to the prosper- 
ity of St. Paul, at St. Louis a severe blow, at 
Cleveland a damage, at New York an injury, 
at St. Augustine, or Gaiveston, or Halifax a 
trivial loss. The Pioneer Press appreciates 
the fact that to do that city no damage at all 
the exposition should be in Buenos Ayres, 
Valparaiso, or Rio Janeiro, in South Amer- 
ica, but not being able to secure that, as a 
choice of ‘evils it takes New York. But ne 
further away the better. 

There ig something so naive about this 
reasoning; it has such a smack of the 
middle ages to it that it is on the whole 
more amusing than irritating. It shows how 
even in a progressive place like St. Paul and 
among progressive people exploded notions 
linger on and have sway over some minds. 
These simple minded people do not know that 
just the reverse of what they hold is true; 
that what helpsone community helps ali; and 
that an exposition here, while it would bene- 
fit this city greatly, would also benefit St. 
Paul and the entire west. The nearer St. 
Paul is to the site of the exposition the 
greater the benefit, not the greater the harm, 
it will receive from it. 

It is gratifying to see that not all of her 
people are so narrow minded as to believe 
that the money which St. Paul people might. 
spend here would not bring that city. a rich 
return. Among the merchants and business- 
men interviewed by the reporters of the 
Pioneer Press there were many whose ideas 
were broader than those of that paper, and 
the action of the chamber of commerce com- 
mittee yesterday, which voted by 24 to 7 that 
it preferred Chicago to New York, indicates 
that the overwhelming majority of the mem- 
bers of that organization do not hold to the 
exploded doctrine that whatever money the 
people of ope place make is stolen from the 
pockets of their neighbors, and that the pros- 
perity of one community isa menace to the 
rest of the country. | 


THE HIGH WATER PRESSURE SYSTEM. 

It is plain that the high water pressure 
system and the method of getting the money 
to build it suggested by Ald. Dunham, which 
have recently been set forth ia detail in Tur 
TRIBUNE, are not yet ciearly understood even 
by those who have discussed the subject. In 
that tnere is nothing surprising. A new 
idea, simple though it may be, has to be 
stated and restated before it can make a 
lodgmentin the brains ofall those of more 
than ordinary intelligence. For this reason 
THe TRIBUNE sees the necessity of telling yet 
once more what a high water serviceis, what 
it is to do, and how the money its construc- 
tion costs can be had without violating the 
constitution or increasing the burdea of tax- 
ation. 

The water used for cooking and drinking 
purposes 1s forced through the mains by en- 
gines, with a degree of pressure sufficient to 
raise it, say, sixty feet, in the heart of the city. 
It is now proposed to furnish separately water 
for power purposes, at such an increased rate 
of pressure that it shall rise at least 200 feet, 
the equivalent of a pressure of 100 pounds to 
the inch, or more if thought best. That will 
require different and more powerful pump 
ing engines, and a distinct system of pipes. 
The water delivered at this high rate of press- 
ure will run elevators and light manufact- 
uring machinery. By night, when not much 
power is used, it can wash the streets, some- 
thing which has never been done here, for lack 
of water, while in European cities it is done 
daily—and for flushing the sewers, which has 
never been thoroughly done. By day and by 
night it will be used to put out fires by simp- 
ly attaching hosepipes to the fire plugs. The 
engines now used in the center of the city 
will be sent to the poorly protected outskirts. 


work than any two of the old engines, with 
no expense for maintenance. 

The district within which this system 
should be established at the outset should 
not be a narrow and contracted one. It 
should be coextensive with the boundaries 
of the power-using, smoke-nuisance-produc- 
ing territory of the city. It was suggested 
by ex-Mayor Roche that it cover little more 
than the old First ward, and that the power 
be had from the engines which are to be 
used in connection with tne new Jake tun- 
nel to supply water for domestic: purposes. 
But that idea occurred to him before the 
days of annexation. The new works will de 
needed to supply water for drinking, wash- 
ing, and cooking purposes, and cannot be di- 
verted in whole or part to power or flashing 
uses. The district where the hich water 
pressure system should be introduced at the 
outset must extena from Twenty-secona 

street to Chicago avenue, and from the lake 
to Halsted. A branch of it should also ex- 
tend to packinghouse and ee ee a 
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Within this territory are 2,000 engines, all 
creating smoke nuisances, and the number is 
increasing daily. On the average each of 
these is of ten to twelve horse power, or a 
grand total of 20,000 to 24,000 horse power, 
which is about the capacity of the engines of 
the two steamers City of Paris and the City 
of New York combined. Therefore, the city, 
to meet present demands, should be in a posi- 
tion to furnisn 24,000 horse power to the 
users of power in the district named. Todo 
that it will have its batteries of boilers and 
pumps on the lake shore and the river and 
its brauches, so that it can get the water 
close by. Should there be six of these 
stations conveniently placed to meet the 
needs of the portions of the three divisions 
that the district embraced each of them 
would have engines of 4,000 horse power. 
Then instead of 2,000 little engines scattered 
over every bluck creating smoke there would 
be six nominally of equal, really of far 


| greater, power at convenient points on the 


verge of the territory to be covered. 

That this concentration of power means 
economy of service all will see, but it means 
special economy in this case for the follow- 
ing redsons: About one-third the coal now 
burned for the 2,000 engines is worse wasted 
than if thrown into tho lake, because it is 
converted into offensive and unhealthful 
smoke, soot, and carbonic oxide. A thou- 
sand pounds of coal burned by the city will 
really do as much work as 2,500 burned by a 
private individual, for the city will not only 
use smoke burning devices like the Murphy 
furnace but will use triple expansion 
engines and get the full amount of work out 
of every ton of coal it burns. Of the 2,000 
engines all are single expansion. Those 
which the city wil have will be triple ex- 
pansion, like those of the ocean grayhounds, 
which will do twice as much work propor- 
tionately as the small single expansion ones. 
Thus it will bein the power of the city to 
charge each man much less tor doing his 
work than it now costs him to have it done 
and yet have a large surplus of profits over 
expenses. The smoke nuisance will be abol- 
ished where it is the most Qgffensive, and 
light manufacturing, being furnished power 
at lower cost, will become more prolitable 
for those who carry it on. 


COMMERCE OF CENTRAL AND SOUTH 
N AMERICA, 

The meeting of the congress of American 
nations has served to show that there is an 
astonishing lack of information in this coun- 
try about “the states south of us.” Well 
read, intelligent people express themselves 
surprised to learn that Brazil is in area about 
the same size as the whole United States, 
and that the Argentine Republic is nearly as 
large as all this country east of the Missis- 
sippi river. Even young people fresh from 
school have had only the scant information 
of the school geographies, which give the 
boundaries of Central and South American 
countries, the lovawon of the principal rivers 
and cities, but next to nothing about the de- 
velopment and strength of the American re- 
publics in the south. Now, however, that 
the tide of European emicration is turning 
from the United States to Central and South 
America itis becoming known that some of 
those countries are increasing rapidly in 
wealth, population, and resources, and have 
a great volume of foreign commerce, a part 
of which might be diverted to the United 
States with a loss only to Europe ana a gain 
to all three Americas. 

The following will give an idea of the ex- 
tent and population of the Central and Soutn 
American republics and the powerful empire 
of Brazil: 
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Totals.. 1 

If the West Indies and. the other tees 
south which are foreign dependencies and 
not independent governments, and hence 
‘will not be represented in the coming con- 
gress, were included in the above table it 
would be found that as many people live on 
this hemisphere south of the Mexican line 
as in the United States. 

In proportion to wealth and population the 
countries of Central and South America 
have a large “foreign trade and are liberal 
buyers of manufactured articles. They im- 
port iron and steel manufactures, textile fab- 
rics, and food products. Austria-Hungary 
is sending over 600,000 barrels of flour an- 
nually to Brazil. Odessa and Australie ship 
wheat to Rio Janeiro. The total foreign com- 
merce of the countries named is at this time

Thus the United States buys from these 
countries more than twice as much as it sells 
tothem. Taking into consideration also the 
West Indies, from which we imported 867, 
741,000 and to which we sold $20,452,000 in 
1888, it will appear that the balance of trade 
against the United States in its dealings with 
the nations south reaches nearly $100,000, 000. 
These figures, however, which are taken 
from the last reports, are unusually favora- 


| ble to this country, and the average balance 


against the United States for a number of 
years bas been $120,000,000 annually. Since 
1861 the United States has. bought $2,000,000,- 
000 from the countries south and sold them 
only $600,000,000 of manufactures. The defi- 
cit of the United States, which had to be 
made up in money, has been $1,400,000, 000. 
We have bought enormous quantities of cof- 
fee from Brazil, sugar from the West Indies, 
and tropical products of every kind from tne 
other countries south, but they have taken 
only an insignificant amount of our manu- 
factures or productions in exchange. We 


have paid them in gold, and they have taken .

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tends to deplete the country of its 
precious metals and make money scarce and 
dear, and (2) to acquire new pod extensive 
markets for its manufactpres and supplant 
the European producers who now monopolize 
them. 

Difficulties of the gravest character stand 
in the way of reaching these ends—problems 
of diplomacy and politics as well as of com- 
merce. Mr. Blaine and a few other far- 
sighted public men have long appreciated the 
surpassing importance of trade with the 
countries south and have studied for years 
the problem which it presents. The meeting 
of the congress of American nations marks 
one preliminary step for which they have 
labored, and it is now certain that the ques- 
tion of improved trade relations will receive 
earnest and general attention throughout the 
three Americas. Nothing more can be ex- 
pected of the present congress than that 
it will inaugurate a general international 
agitation and discussion of the question, and 
if it succeeds in that it will do well. 


WHY Sr. LOUIS IS OUT OF THE RACE. 
The St. Louis Globe Democrat in speaking of 
the considerations which should guide Con- 


gress in selecting the site of the exposition . 


lays down the following sound propositions: 


The general success of the exposition aud its 
benefits to the n will be best subserved by 
a central location. It not the interests of 
Chicago or New York hes 2. has to con- 
sider, but the interests of the United States and 
of its inhabitants, and these require that the 
world’s fair shoula be aeld near the center of 
population and transportation facilities. 


Then the Globe Democrat attempts to eat 
itsown words by insisting that St. Louis 
must be chosen, It says with feigned sin- 
cerity: 


Apart from the fact that Chicago greatly de- 
sires the Fair and is willing, or so says, to pay for 
it, there is no reason of a public and eg 
character that 1 15 ports her claim. St. Louis is 
the typical city of the great inland vroducing — 5 
gions, and is more accessible to and more re ar * 
sentative of the great bulk of our people 
any other city on the continent. 


The choice of Caicago is the inevitable 
sequence of the acceptance of the Globe Demo- 
orat's propositions, St. Louis is not the center 
of the entire population of this country, 
nor is Chicago, That spot is mot fur 
from Indianapoiis, which is nearer this 
city than St. Louis. The site, however, must 
be one which is central to the population 
which will go to the exposition. The vast mass 
of the colored people of the gulf states will 
not go; so they count out, The five millions 
of Canada will goin great numbers; so they 
do count. Dropping off the six millions of 
colored on the one side anu adding the 
Canadians on the other, St. Louis is left on 
the outer edge of the fair attending popula- 
tion, while Chicago is in the exact center. 

Chicago is also central to the articies to be 
exhibited, whether they be manufactured 
goods or the produce of the fields, forests, and 
mines, the dairy and the stock farm. There 
will be large and interesting exhibits from the 
southern states, but they will not equal in 
number ana variety those from other parts 
of the union and from Canada. The con- 
venience of exhibiters, who want the lowest 
possible railroad rates, will be consulted by 
the selection of Chicago. Here is the center 
of transportation facilities and not at St. 
Louis. There is but one way of getting out 
of or into that city from the east. In Chicago 
there are a doz®n. 

It is necessary that the city which has the 
Fair shall be not merely central and acces- 
sible but shall be able to accommodate its 
visitors. To do that it must be in population 
a millionaire, There are but three American 
cities which are that - New York, Chicago, 
and Philadelphia. The last has had its fair. 
The first is so near Philadelphia that it can 
lay no valid claim to the exposition till the 
just demands of Chicago have been satisfied. 
This city has more than twice the population 


of St. Louis and more than four times the 


hotel accommodations. It can accommodate 
tens of thousands of strangers; St. Louis 
cannot. 

This city has a delicious summer climate; 
St. Louis a hot, sickly one. The exposition 
must last from May to November. During 
July, August, and September it will be un- 
safe for those who live north of the latitude 
of Columbus to visit a river valley city reek- 
ing with malaria and scorched by an intoler- 
able sun, They might wreck their health if 
they tried it, During those summer months 
those St. Louisans who have spare money go 
to Europe or Newport or Chicago or Wiscon- 
sin watering places and other northern 
pleasure resorts, and those who cannot get 
away stay at home, take medicine, and grin 
and bear it. Chicago, on the other hand, 
bas a summer climate which is as good as 
any in America. Here are cool lake breezes, 
not scorching winds; here are the pure cold 
waters of the lake, not the warm, muddy 
flood of tne Mississippi. 

Nor are there in St. Louis the men to run a 
great nationaifair. Were they to try their 
*prentice hands at it they would make a 
wretched failure. If Chicago fails to get the 
exposition it should go to Cincinnati rather 
than St. Louis, for the Ohio city by its ex- 
céedingly creditable Fair of last year showed 
that it was able to plan and execute on a 
broad scale. 


RAILROAD RATES IN THE NORTHWEST. 

It is natural and proper that shippers at 
Duluth, Sioux City, Minne-Paul, ana indeed 
throughout the northwest, should be well 
pleased with the reduction in freight rates to 
the east made by che northern lake and rail 
lines, but itis hard to see what sense tnere 
is in the complaints made by certain papers 
in the cities named against Tun Trisune for 
insisting that the northern competition 
should be met by the southern routes via 
Chicago. There would be ground for fault- 
finding if any interest in Chicago was trying 
to have the rates on the northern lines ad- 
vanced or interfered with in anv manner 
that would deprive* Duluth, Minne-Paul, and 
Sioux City of the advantages they now enjoy 
in consequence of free railroad competition, 
but nothing of the sort is asked or contem- 
piated. The demand here is that the Chi- 
cago roads shall meet the rates of the north- 
ern lines on traffic from the northwest to the 
east, and when that is done the latter sec- 
tion will have the advantage of two cheap 
systems of transportation to the seaboard in- 
stead of one only. 

The position of Tus Trisune in regard to 
this matter of competition for traffic between 
the northwest and the east is that the lines 
which make the lowest rates are entitied to 
it and oughtto have it. If the Chicago roads 
will not meet the rates of the northern lines 
the latter should have the traffic. The Chi- 
cago roads are not entitled to a ton of freight 
from or to the northwest unless they can get 
it by making as favorable a rate as any com- 
peting routes. Tan Tumor has opposed 
the attempts of the trunk lines to acquire a 
monopoly of traffic through measures which 
would compel the Canadian routes to ad- 
vance rates, and it would take the same po- 
sion regarding any forced increase of 
charges on any of the roads north of Chica- 
go It will insist that this city must get

It 
waa the conclusion of the shrewder detect 
ives and newspapermen at the time of the 
murder that there were three men employed 
in this job, as in most other burglaries where 
safeblowing has to be done: the outside look- 

out, the man to crack the safe, and the inside 
lookout—the latter to see that the man 
engaged in rifling the safe was not sur- 
prised by any of the inmates. This theory 
was confirmed in their minds when two bul- 
lets were found in Sneil’s body, which had 
been fired from pistols of different calibers. 

This fact justified the presumption that 
there were two men inside the house and 
that each fired a shot. Two of the chambers 
of Snell’s pistol had been discharged, A 
hunt was made for the bullets. One was 
foundina door. The other could not be 
found high nor low, though the search was 
an exhaustive one. The conclusion reached 
by the experts was that one of the burglars 
had carried away that missing bit of lead in 
his body. The wound could not have been 4 
serious one, for there were no bloodmarks, 
and.it had not hindered his escaping. But 
if he had that bit of lead in him anywhere he 
would need a doctor to get rid of it. There 
fore there was a thorough ‘search made to 
find a physician who had been called on to 
treat a gunshot wound about that time, but 
he could not be found. If the services of 
apy one had been employed professional 
etiquette sealed his mouth, or the wounded 
man may have been able to reach a suburb 

and be treated there. In epite of patient 
and persistent searching the second man, 

the one who received the bullet wound from 
Snell, has not yet been discovered. When 
he is found the heart will have been plucked 
out of the mystery.

Sunday's TRIBUNE referred to the villainously 
bad and suspicious riding of Cochran on the 
steeplechaser Cataline in Saturday's race, which 
was won by Winslow.

Cochran is the best steeplechase rider at the 
track and knows the course well, having ridden 
it forty times. His orders were to keep Cataline 
well in bund and win. Had tne horse been well 
ridden he couldn't have lost, but he was “ sawed” 
each time he went to the second jump and curried 
wide on the post turn of each round, losing twenty 
lengths by Cochran’s “ mistakes.” When it was 
impossible to win with Cataline, Cochran whipped 
him severely on the last furlong. The horse fin- 
ished distressed and nearly died Saturday night. 
Owner C. W. Doherty, one of the squarest men 
in the business of racing horses, ordered Coch- 
ran to Watch him and take directions from the 
center of the fleld.

The “in and outer,” Tudor, ran another pecul-.

Bloomington Hye: The world’s fare is flour, 
meal, beef, and pork, and Chicago suppliés these 
articles to all mankind. There, then, is the 
proper location for the world's fair,

fair than she is in forwarding other enterprises 
the exposition will go to Chicago. 

Detroit Free fress: The choice is apparent- 
ly between New York and Chicago, with the lat- 
ter farin the lead since the former made the 
double blunder of fixing the site anda not fixing 
any guarantee fund. 

Cleveland Leader: Chicago is away ahead 
of Gotham in the race, and this fact demon-

Baitimore American: The New York world 
exposition site committee seems to have gone 
too near Gen. Grant's tomb.

Harper's has issued its nat, Let the world’s fair 
de at New York,” with a that-settles-it air 
quite characteristic ot the magazine, But this 
is a question which magazine writers are not go- 
ing to decide. The great mass of the American 
people, through their properly aceredited repre- 
sentatives, will locate the site of the exposition. 
That they favor New York is extremely doubtful. 
In fact, it almost goes without saying that 


they 
should, and probably will, select some other city, 


not only for convenience of shipping exhibits, 


but for accessibility to the greatest number andy 
ability to care for the comfort of its guests with 


the mostease. When these requirements are 


fully and duly considered the mind naturally re- 3 


verts to Chicago as the most available site. 

The chief reason's urged in the October num- 
ber of “/arpe7’s are here set forth in the language 
of the writer: 


“Its (New York’s) convenience of access by 


land and sea are unsurpassed, Nor can any city 
entertain more comfortably a vast multitude of 
persons. Chicago is a miracle among cities and 
could certainly accommodate and conduct a 
world’s fair with the utmost liberality, skill, and 
success. But the world would certainly send its 
products more willingly and more abundantly to 
eng and that consideration should de con- 
clusive.”’ , 

No one will dispute the accessibility of New 
York by sea, and if the exposition had to depend 
largely or altogether upon foreigners this 
reason would be cogent encugh to be con- 
clusive. Of all the vast throngs that will 
visit the fair it is improbable that there will be 
more than one or two out of a thousand from for- 
eign shores, As to its convenience of access by 
land, that is certainly a chimera of the magazine 
writer. For the great mass of the people New 
York is decidedly the most inconvenient of all 
the large American cities to reach, In entering 
the city from nearly every direction one must re- 
sort to ferries, amd when there must climb long 
flights of stairs to get rapid transit, and that 
often in overcrowded cars, or else use the slow 
and tiresome horsecars, with the innumerable 
and vexatious delays incident to blockades of 
Pore and wagons. 

The claim that no city could more comfortably 
entertain a vast multitude of persons than New 
York isin keeping with the usual Manhattan 
conceit. It is zu wellknown fact that one-third 


at least of the business people of that ¢ity live 


out of town, going and returning to and from 
their daily toil. In the fali of & good business 
year itis frequentiy impossible to get comfort- 
able accommodations at the hotels. Should it 
be selected the American people may make up 
their minds to an uncomfortable sojourn in a 
crowded provincial city while attending the fair. 

Again, as to the outside world beimg more will- 
ing to send exhibits to a seaport than to an in- 
land town, that is not so clear. The desire of 
the exhibiters to display their goods where they 
would be examined and passed upon by the great- 
est number would amply compensate them for 
any extra trouble such shipment inland might 
cause. 

Not only is the great west in favor of the city by 
the lake, but the Atlantic slope and pulous 
Mississippi valley also must give Chicago the 
preference, because it is conceded to have above 
all our American cities that energetic public 
spirit which crowns great undertakings with that 
success which has characterized the city in its 
history heretofore, 

While it would ask and expect the hearty co- 
operation of the rest of the country in prepa 
the exhibition it would at the same time leave 
no stone unturned nor fail to put forth herculean 
efforts to crown the work with success. te 

It is for these and other reasons that Chicago 
is likely to be selected as the place for holding

An Interesting Statement from the Offi- 
clals of the Mnaineer’s Bureau. 

Washington (D. C.) Special to the New 
York Herald: The officials of the engineer 
bureau have prepared a statement showing 
the amount of money appropriated by Con- 
gress tor the imptovement of rivers and 

rs. 

py — the criticisms which are evoked 
whenever a river and harbor bill comes be- 
fore Congress. one who is not acquainted 
with the history of legislation would natural. 
ly infer that such measures are of recent 
origin and have not the sanction of legislat- 
ive age: but the fact is that while not quite 
as old as the hills they have reached a ma- 
turity that might be valied respectabie. The 
first measure that was distinctively a river 
and harbor bill and so termed in its title be- 
came a law May 20, 1826, over sixty years 
ago. Before period, however, appropri- 
ations had been made for this class of im. 
provements, but they were either included 
in other money bills, such as the army and 


navy. or else were passed as separate meas- 


ures for distinct projects. | 
Another singular fact which is given prom- 
jnence in view of the present criticisms on 
the system in vogue of authorizing expendi- 
tures on creeks and unimportant rivers is 
that it was this elaes of waterways which 
first engaged the attention of the govern- 
ment through congressional appropriations. 
For instance, in the first river and barbor 
bill referred to the improvements provided 
for in New York were, tirst, $3,000 for clean- 
ing out and deepening Sackett’s harbor, and 
second, $15,000 for buiiding a pier and re 
pairing the old one at the mouth of “ Buf- 
falo creek.

ROBBED BY SUGAR KINGS. 


INSIDE HISTORY or THE RECENT 
STOCH FLUCTUATIONS. 


+ 


Clever Manipulation of the Market by the 
Sugar Trust People 80 as to Skin Out- 
side Speculators and Investors—No Ef- 
fect on Prices—Another Sharp Break in 
Atchison—Money on Call Up to 10 Per 
Cent—The §t. Louis September Wheat 
Corner Fiattens Out. * 

New York, Sept. 30.—[Special. |—Ex- 

traordinary fluctuations in the price of sugar 
trust certificates in the stock market during 
the last three days have opened the eyes of 
the public toa new danger. The insiders 
who control this gigantic monopoly are ap- 
parently not alone satisfied with robbing the 
poor man of his savings by puting up the 
price of an artiele of necessity in order to 
wealth, but 
they must also manipulate their stock in the 
market in such @ manner as to decejve inno- 
cent purchasers and ruin honest investors 
in their securities. 
In the opinion of the shrewdest judges in 
the street the course of the sugar trust 
stock from the time it was put upon the mar- 
ket, almost a year ago, up to the present 
shows that it has been manipulated with pre- 
cisely this end in view, and recent events 
have confirmed suspicions that have been 
openly expressed for six months past. TWo 
and three weeks ago several of the most 
prominent commission houses on the street 
began to warn their customers that there 
was something wrong with sugar trust and 
advised them to sell out if they. were carry- 
ing any of the stock and to let it alone for 
the future, The sugar kings were after 
their money, and they would get it, too, if 
the outside spéculative community dabbied 
in the stock any longer. At that time the 
stock was quoted at 108. It had been as high 
as 120 in the latter part of June, and during 
the period that immediately followed this 
high water mark the speculative activity in 
sugar trast securities had been something 
almost phenoménal. 

The course of prices at the stock exchange 
shows clearly how the sugar trust certifi- 
cates have been manipulated since they were 
placed on the market in January last. At 
that time th k was quoted at 7506. Then 
the market was advanced to 94 in conse- 
> een of a cash dividend of 2½ per cent de- 

ared by the trust for the current quarter 
and a stock dividend of 8 per cent. The cash 
dividend was declared on the entire stock, 
including the 8 per cent additional dividend. 

Realizing sales again caused the market to 

decline to Siig. but the temptation to buy was 

so strong that the outsiders began to load up 
again, and the trust let them have all they 
wanted until after various fluctuations the 

price had been pegged up to 126. 

The insiders bold the largest blocks of cer- 
tificates at the highest figures, and it is gen- 
erally believed ‘that they got most of it back 
below 100, and induced a large number of 
small speculators to. go short of the stock, 
with the intention of manipulating a squeeze 
—— prices had gone low enough to suit 

em. 

The reaction | noticeable in the stock mar- 
ket this morning. When sugar trust certifi- 
cates opened at 90%, an advaace of M over 
Saturday’s closing prices, and soon after 
Were quoted at 92, is taken as an indication 
of a considerable short interest. The su 
trust now comprises nearly all the refine

The trust is now master of the situation so 
far as the wholesade trade is concerned, 
and there seems to be no way of shaking it 
from its position. Retail deaiers have made 
no reduction in their prices to the con- 
sumer in spite of the decline in the high 
prices of last summer, and now it is difficult 
to make them cut down, although they might 
eventually be compelled to do so if sugar 
should go much lower, which it is said is im- 
probable.”’ | 

“ What remedy would you suggest for this 
state of affairs?’ inquired the reporter. 

Nothing can be done,“ was the reply, 
„except some radical Jegisiation on the part 
of Congress ot a much greater opposition 
than at present exists in the way of manv- 
facturing. Legislation would not amount to 
anything unless it was of the most radical 
character. do not anticipate any 
such action jon the aad of Coneress 
and I believe it would be impossible to secure 
it at the present time, for I know that the 
trust has money and influgnce enough at 
Washington to prevent it. Every one who 
has had any experience in the sugar business 
has come to this conclusion. At the same 
time the operations of the trust are so secret 
and underhanded that it seems impossible to 
put a finger on any one of their acts and say 
chat it is illegal, or to tell what they may or 
may not do. Just now 1 think they are in- 
clined to act in a manner that will ailay pub- 
lic apprehension, but they possess a power 
that is simply absolute and as such is danger- 
ous to the public welfare.” 


ANOTHER BREAK IN ATCHISON, 


And Money on Call Kuns Up to 10 Per 
Cent—Other Stocks Firm. 

New Yorks, Sept. 30.— [Special. Money 
on call ran up to 10 percent this forenoon 
and Atchison fad a further sharp break.
